Carelessness  of  Dress  on  the  Campus 

NONE  rejoice  more  than  many  of  us  now  in  middle  life 
at  the  way  in  which  styles  for  men  and  women  have 
changed  in  the  interest  of  personal  comfort,  yet  at  the  same 
time  have  lost  nothing  in  good  taste  or  appearance.  Time 
was  when  to  be  really  well  dressed  a 
woman — or  a  man  to  a  lesser  degree 
— must  be  made  uncomfortable,  and 
freedom  of  movement  and  ease  of  car- 
riage actually  hampered.  Now  one 
may  be  comfortable  and  still  well- 
groomed. 

Apparently,  however,  this,  to  the 
college  student,  is  not  enough.  There 
seems  to  be  a  desire  on  his  part  to  look 
as  disheveled  as  possible.  It  is  true  the 
student  does  not  affect  the  habiliments 
of  the  tramp,  but  in  sloppiness  of  dress, 
nondescript  combination  of  clothes, 
coats  discarded,  collars  and  neckties 
abandoned,  his  ambition  appears  to  be 
the  attainment  of  unrestricted  care- 
lessness. He  makes  but  little  better 
appearance  than  the  idle  wayfarer. 

When  actually  engaged  in  outdoor 
sports — tennis,  track,  golf,  or  any 
other  exercise — jerseys,  sweaters,  polo 
shirts,  sweat  shirts,  or  what  not  seem 
appropriate  en'ough,  but  the  wearing 
of  such  garments  by  him  is  not  con- 
fined to  such  uses.  In  them  the  student 
goes  to  his  classroom,  to  his  boarding 
house,  to  town,  or  anywhere  his  in- 
clination suggests.  A  visitor  here  sev- 
eral years  ago,  one  of  our  famous  athletes  of  former  days, 
was  present  at  commencement  when  athletic  awards  were 
bestowed  on  the  members  of  athletic  teams.  He  was  mortified, 
and  so  expressed  himself,  to  see  come  forward  at  the  public 
exercises  held  in  the  Chapel  to  receive  these  awards,  boys 
wearing  old  sweat-shirts,  polo  shirts,  without  collars  or  coats, 
utterly  careless  of  their  appearance. 

What  does  this  mean  ?  Does  it  mean  a  breaking  down 
of  those  things  which  stand  for  respectability  and  self  respect? 
It  has  been  proverbial  from  time  immemorial  that  boys  under 
ten  or  twelve  years  care  little  for  their  personal  appearance. 
But  from  the  time  a  boy  reached  his  fifteenth  year,  he  began 
to  take  some  pride  in  his  dress,  liked  to  look  nice  when  in 
public,  whether  in  his  boarding  house,  in  chapel,  in  the  class- 
room, on  the  sidewalks,  or  on  the  campus. 

Say  what  one  will,  keeping  oneself  properly  groomed  not

only  increases  the  respect  of  others  but  enhances  one's  self- 
respect.  Carelessness  of  one's  personal  appearance,  if  it 
becomes  a  habit,  leads  one  to  be  negligent  in  his  manners. 
If  one  looks  like  a  tramp,  he  will  take  on  the  tramp's  manners. 
When  not  dressed  as  a  gentleman  should  dress,  one  is  prone  to 
fail  to  live  up  to  the  manners  of  a  gentleman.  Being  properly 
dressed  makes  one,  unconsciously  per- 
haps, inclined  to  behave  properly. 
Manners  are  often  put  off  as  one  puts 
off  his  clothes.

IS  gratifying  to  see  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  is  not  so  gen- 
erous in  the  bestowal  of  Honorary 
Degrees  as  it  has  been  in  the  past.  At 
this  Commencement,  only  three  were 
given — one  LL.  D.  and  two  D.  D.'s. 
In  the  nature  of  things,  with  church 
influence  strong  in  the  Board  and  the 
apparent  attainments  necessary  to 
qualify  for  a  Doctorate  of  Divinity 
not  prodigious,  more  of  these  degrees 
are  likely  to  be  granted.  However, 
such  a  degree  should  indicate  no  mean 
achievement  in  the  realm  of  the  pulpit 
orator  or  that  of  theology. 

The  position  always  taken  by  this 
publication  is  that  Honorary  Degrees 
should  not  be  conferred  unless  they 
are  earned  by  distinguished  service  in 
some  chosen  field.  If  it  is  claimed  that  our  Academic  Degree 
is  only  attained  by  the  mastery  of  the  prescribed  course  made 
prerequisite  in  the  curriculum,  and  that  there  is  no  short  cut 
to  such  a  degree,  the  same  strictness  should  be  insisted  on 
before  an  Honorary  Degree  should  be  given.  If  an  A.  B. 
or  B.  S.  means  real  academic  achievement,  an  Honorary 
Degree  should  mean  real  achievement  in  the  larger  sphere 
of  activity  in  the  outside  world. 

One  likes  to  compliment  a  friend  and  bestow  honors  on 
him,  but  Honorary  Degrees  are  not  the  property  of  College 
Boards,  to  be  bestowed  on  whom  they  would  like,  but  some- 
thing which  a  Board  holds  in  trust  to  be  granted  only  where 
plainly  deserved. 

It  is  likewise  pleasing  to  note  that  the  college  chapter  of 
Omicron  Delta  Kappa  is  conferring  honorary  membership  in 
it  on  only  two  or  three  each  session. 
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The  Hampden-Sydney  Student 
Aid  Fund 

THE  Hampden-Sydney  Student  Aid  Fund  has  recently 
been  organized  for  the  purpose  of  extending  aid  to  deserv- 
ing youths,  who  are  in  financial  need,  to  enable  them  to  attend 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  Each  Alumni  Chapter  under  this 
plan  is  to  seek  to  raise  a  fund  for  this  purpose  based  upon  a 
quota  of  an  average  of  $10  a  member  per  year  for  each 
member  of  the  chapter  over  a  period  of  four  years.  Each 
Chapter  is  to  provide  for  the  soliciting  and  collection  of  these 
funds  in  its  own  membership,  which  funds  are  to  be  sent  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Student  Aid  Fund, 
which  should  be  done  on  or  before  the  first  of  August  of  the 
current  year.  While  initial  payments  are  to  be  made  at  the 
time  of  application  for  membership,  on  the  assumption  that 
the  average  beneficiary  would  require  assistance  each  of  the 
four  years,  members  would  be  requested  to  pledge  themselves 
for  that  period. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Fund,  who  shall  handle 
the  moneys  thus  provided  and  turned  over  to  them,  consists 
of  the  following:  J.  W.  Dunnington,  Chairman;  R.  S. 
Brenaman,  Vice  Chairman;  C.  A.  Bernier,  Secretary;  J.  E. 
Harwood,  Treasurer. 

The  bases  on  which  applicants  can  avail  themselves  of  this 
fund  are  financial  need,  scholastic  attainment,  character,  and 
athletic  prowess.  The  applicant  will,  of  course,  be  carefully 
investigated  to  see  that  he  meets  the  conditions  and  require- 
ments necessary  for  him  to  participate  in  this  fund.  It  is 
expressly  provided  that  the  purpose  of  the  fund  is  as  hereto- 
fore stated,  and  that  it  will  in  no  wise  interfere  in  the  affairs 
of  the  college  or  those  of  the  General  Alumni  Association. 

The  manner  in  which  the  plan  works  out  will  be  awaited 
with  interest. 


Successful  Teams  Desirable  But 
Not  Necessary 

THE  time  was  when  one  often  heard  it  said  that  the 
college  could  not  be  expected  to  make  any  real  progress 
until  it  could  possess  and  send  out  winning  athletic  teams. 

Success  in  the  field  of  athletics  is  desirable  and  an  asset, 
but  that  such  success  is  not  essential  to  the  progress  of  this 
institution  certainly  has  been  demonstrated.  During  the 
]iast  six  years,  while  our  athletic  teams  have  been  creditable, 
there  has  been  only  one — the  baseball  team  of  1933 — which 
has  been  outstanding.  And  those  of  the  past  three  or  four 
years  can  hardly  be  said  to  have  taken  high  rank.  Yet, 
notwithstanding  this  fact,  the  college  has  moved  forward, 
growing  in  attendance,  in  reputation,  in  increased  endowment. 
and  in  physical  betterment,  to  a  marked  degree. 

No  criticism  or  complaint  is  meant  by  this  observation  of 
those  in  charge  of  athletics.  The  potter  must  have  the  proper 
clay  before  he  can  mold  the  vase  or  urn  which  will  be  praised 
and  admired.  So  must  the  coach,  whatever  his  skill,  have 
proper  material  out  of  which  to  build  a  first-rate  football  or 
baseball  team.  1  he  point  that  we  are  seeking  to  make  is,  that 
successful  teams,  however  desirable,  are  not  essential  to  the 
progress  of  the  college.  And  this  is  as  it  should  be.  Institu- 
tions of  learning  are,  primarily,  places  for  the  training  of  the 
mind,  and  that  is  why,  or  ought  to  be  win,  young  men 
go  to  college. 


Captain  Archibald  Magill  Fauntleroy, 

United  States  Navy  Medical 

Corps  Retired

THE  United  States  Government  was  deprived  of  the 
active  service  of  Captain  Archibald  Magill  Fauntleroy, 
United  States  Navy  Medical  Corps,  in  1921,  when  in  the 
prime  of  life  he  was  retired  and  when  he  had  reached  a 
position  of  eminence  in  the  medical  branch  of  the  service. 
This  was  on  account  of  ill  health,  which  necessitated  his 
retirement  as  permanently  disabled.  The  malady  from  which 
he  suffered  was  contracted  when  in  active  service,  but  by 
taking  care  of  himself  and  living  quietly,  he  was  able  to  be 
up  and  about  and  to  lead  a  normal  life,  retaining  a  lively 
interest  in  affairs.  His  health,  however,  had  been  declining 
for  the  last  four  years,  and  he  had  been  confined  to  the 
hospital  for  about  three  weeks  before  his  death,  which 
occurred  on  April  13  last,  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in 
New  York  City. 

During  most  of  his  years  of  retirement,  he  was  still  avail- 
able to  the  government  for  consultation  on  those  subjects 
on  which  he  had  become  an  authority.  He  was  outstanding 
in  his  knowledge  and  skill  in  treating  tropical  diseases. 

Dr.  Fauntleroy  was  born  in  Staunton,  Virginia,  November 
28,  1876.  He  was  the  son  of  Dr.  Archibald  Magill  Fauntleroy, 
a  distinguished  surgeon  in  the  Confederate  army,  and  personal 
physician  to  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston.  In  1892,  the  son 
entered  Hampden-Sydney,  where  he  remained  two  years, 
ranking  well  as  a  student  and  taking  an  active  part  in  campus 
activities.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  social 
fraternity  and  of  the  college  baseball  team.  Dr.  Fauntleroy 
did  not  remain  at  college  for  graduation,  but  went  on  to  the 
I  niversity  of  Virginia,  where  he  entered  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment. There  he  at  once  took  a  high  rank  as  a  student  and 
graduated  at  the  head  of  his  class  in  1 901.  This  achievement 
easily  put  him  in  line  for  the  much  coveted  admission  into 
the  L  nited  States  Navy.  He  entered  the  service  the  year  of 
his  graduation,  with  the  rank  of  Assistant  Surgeon.  He  was 
detailed  at  the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis  and  later 
assigned  to  the  Naval  Hospital  at  Norfolk.  He  was,  for  two 
years,  surgeon  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Scorpion.  He  also  served  on 
R.  S.  Lancaster,  R.  S.  Philadelphia,  on  the  Adams,  the  Hart- 
ford, Indiana,  Illinois  and  the  New  York.  He  was  at  one 
time  assigned  to  duty  at  the  recruiting  station  at  Philadelphia, 
again  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  Mare  Island,  California,  the  1 
Naval  Yard  at  Puget  Sound,  and  the  Naval  Station  at 
Tutuila,  Samoa. 

It  was  while  he  was  stationed  at  Samoa  and  its  adjoining 
islands  that  he  became  particularly  skillful  in  the  treatment  of 
elephantiasis — a  much  dreaded  tropical  disease.  He  met  with 
such  success  in  dealing  with  this  disease,  that  the  natives 
petitioned  him  to  stay  on  to  battle  against  the  strange  form  of 
death  that  threatened  them.  For  his  skill  in  treating  this 
malady,  he  was  commended  by  the  government  of  Kaiser 
Wilhelm.  It  is  said  that  at  one  time,  before  the  World  War, 
a  group  of  German  surgeons  who  had  seen  Dr.  Fauntleroy 
perform  an  operation,  declared  it  to  be  the  most  skillful  one 
they  had  ever  seen.  In  1914,  Captain  Fauntleroy  accompanied 
the  German  armies  when  they  marched  into  France  and 
Belgium,  as  a  medical  observer.  Subsequently,  he  wrote  a 
hook  on  the  medical  methods  of  the  Germans,  which  was 
widelj  published  and  studied  by  medical  men  in  all  parts 
of  the  world. 
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Captain  Archibald  Magill  Fauntleroy 

An  invention  made  by  Captain  Fauntleroy,  in  the  early 
'days  of  his  career,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  transport 
wounded  and  ill  men  from  one  vessel  to  another,  and  known 
as  the  "Fauntleroy  Sling,"  is  still  in  use  in  the  Navy.  Captain 
Fauntleroy,  in  1916,  was  detailed  to  duty  in  command  of  the 
Naval  Hospital  at  Yokohama,  Japan,  with  additional  duty 
as  pay  officer  of  the  Hospital.  He  was  again  detailed  to  the 
Naval  Hospital  at  Yokohama  in  1918.  He  was,  at  one  time, 
chief  surgeon  of  the  Naval  Hospital  in  Washington,  and  was 
personal  physician  to  Admiral  Dewey  in  191 7,  during  the 
last  illness  of  the  hero  of  Manila  Bay.  Captain  Fauntleroy, 
(in  the  early  part  of  the  World  War,  was  assigned  to  duty  as 
[Assistant  Naval  Attache  in  Paris,  France.  Among  other 
honors  of  which  he  was  the  recipient,  he  had  bestowed  on 
him  the  Victory  Medal  and  Overseas  Clasp. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  positions  which  Captain 
Fauntleroy  held  and  names  of  war  vessels  on  which  he  served, 
but  they  present  a  fair  idea  of  the  wide  range  of  his  activities 
and  the  services  which  he  rendered.  They  do  not,  however, 
jpresent  a  picture  of  the  man  himself.  It  was  necessary  to 
know  Captain  Fauntleroy,  personally,  to  appreciate  the  man- 
ner of  man  he  was.  It  was  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of  the 
writer  to  have  spent  one  year  at  Hampden-Sydney  with 
Captain  Fauntleroy  during  his  student  days  there.  It  was 
still  a  greater  pleasure  and  privilege  to  meet  Captain  Faunt- 
eroy  again  in  New  York  many  years  later,  after  his  retire- 
ment, and  renew  the  friendship  and  acquaintance  begun  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  His  fine  bearing,  his  kindly 
:ourtesy,  and  striking  appearance  must  have  impressed  all 
as  it  did  the  writer.    He  was  the  embodiment  of  the  finest 


traditions  of  the  Navy.  This  meeting  was  the  beginning  of  a 
correspondence  which  afforded  the  one  at  this  end  of  the  line 
keen  pleasure  and  satisfaction.  He  was  urged  to  come  and 
visit  his  old  college,  which  he  was  ever  eager  to  do,  and  was 
only  prevented  by  the  precariousness  of  his  health.  He  mani- 
fested, always,  a  great  affection  for  his  Alma  Mater,  and  his 
interest  in  it  rather  increased  than  otherwise  with  the  passing 
years.  Another  distinguished  son  of  Hampden-Sydney  has 
passed  to  his  reward,  but  his  memory  will  be  cherished  by  his 
classmates  and  friends  and  by  the  institution  which  he  held 
in  such  deep  affection. 


The  Baccalaureate  Sermon 

THE  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  Edgar  W.  Williams, 
'97,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Mur- 
freesboro,  Tenn.    An  outline  of  the  sermon  follows : 

II  Timothy  2:15:  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto 
God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed." 

When  I  was  a  boy,  my  conclusion  was  that  the  close  of 
school  meant  the  ending,  not  the  commencing,  of  things.  Time 
carried  me  to  commencement  day.  I  knew  the  meaning  of  the 
word  as  it  applied  to  graduation ;  but  how  little  I  knew  of  its 
application  to  the  life  that  I  was  to  live.  .  .  Life — what  is 
it  ?  Privilege,  opportunity — yea,  responsibility.  It  comes  to 
you  today.  It  asks,  "What  will  you  do  with  me?"  Will  you 
answer  the  challenge  ?  Will  you,  by  the  grace  of  God,  dedicate 
your  all  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  betterment  of  man  ? 
Or,  will  you  look  upon  a  wounded  world,  be  conscious  of  its 
need — and  "pass  by  on  the  other  side"? 

I  have  been  given  the  privilege  of  telling  you  some  of  the 
things  necessary  for  life's  highest  achievement  and  finest  real- 
ization. I  should  be  recreant  to  my  duty,  if  I  should  try  to 
make  you  believe  that  the  world  has  only  smiles  upon  its  brow 
and  happy  words  upon  its  lips.  "To  know  the  world,  not  to 
love  her,  is  thy  part.  She  gives  but  little,  nor  gives  that 
little  long." 

I.  If  you  would  be  an  approved  workman,  you  must  have 
vision.  "Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people  perish."  Many 
have  eyes,  but  they  see  not.  Visionless  men  cannot  be  really 
great  men.  To  be  really  great,  you  must  have  vision,  backed 
by  a  "hope  that  is  built  on  nothing  less  than  Jesus'  blood  and 
righteousness,"  and  with  that  hope  "a  faith  that  will  not 
shrink,  though  pressed  by  many  a  foe,  that  will  not  tremble  on 
the  brink  of  any  earthly  woe."  Then  will  follow  that  grand 
assurance  that,  though  all  powers  should  endeavor  to  shake, 
He  will  never,  no  never,  no  never  forsake.  May  God  pity  the 
man  whose  eye  has  never  caught  a  glimpse  of  the  scene  beyond 
the  horizon  of  this  world.  Blessed  is  the  man  who  has  for  his 
highest  hope,  his  chief  aim,  and  greatest  joy,  to  labor  and  to 
wait  the  coming  of  the  da5^  when  he  shall  stand,  an  approved 
workman,  and  hear  the  words  of  Jesus,  "Well  done." 

II.  The  approved  workman  must  have  an  ambition — a 
holy  ambition.  "And  James  and  John  .  .  .  came  unto  Him, 
saying,  'Master,  we  would  that  thou  shouldst  do  for  us  what- 
soever we  desire.'  And  He  said  unto  them,  'What  would  ye 
that  I  should  do  for  you  ?'  They  said  unto  Him,  'That  we 
may  sit,  one  on  thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  thy  left  hand 
in  thy  glory'."  Such  is  the  ambition  prompted  by  the  sinful 
heart  of  man.  James  and  John  were  thinking  of  the  joy  of 
being  joint-heirs  with  Christ ;  but  it  seems  that  the  thought  of 
being  co-laborers  with  Him  had  escaped  their  minds.  There 
are  no  joint-heirs  unless  there  first  be  co-laborers.    "For  even 
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the  son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  min- 
ister." That  was  the  ambition,  the  aspiration,  of  the  Incarnate 
God. 

Shun  the  idea  that  life  is  just  to  live.  The  champion  of  all 
livers  was  Methuselah.  He  lived,  and  that  is  all  we  know 
about  him.  His  life  had  length,  but  one  dimension  is  not 
enough.  I  want  you  to  have  an  ambition  for  a  life  of  breadth 
as  well  as  length.  The  breadth  of  the  life  of  Christ  is  the 
marvel  of  the  ages.  Through  the  breadth  of  his  understand- 
ing, He  sympathized  and  served.  He  hated  sin  with  deep 
abhorrence,  but  the  vilest  sinner  knew  that  He  was  his  friend. 

Life  must  also  have  depth.  Noblest  characters  must  have 
foundations  deep  and  strong.  There  are  but  two  foundations 
that  can  be  used  as  the  basis  of  a  life.  The  one,  Christ,  the 
solid  rock;  the  other,  the  world,  sinking  sand.  .  .  God  grant 
that  each  of  you  may  hear  the  words,  "I  will  make  thee  ruler 
over  many  things,"  but  to  hear  those  words,  you  must  first 
hear  the  words,  "Thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things." 
Faithfulness  in  the  use  of  the  few  makes  ready  for  the  posses- 
sion of  the  many. 

III.  The  approved  workman,  in  the  process  of  building  a 
great  life,  must  have  conviction.  I  am  not  pleading  for 
opinions:  but  I  am  pleading  for  conviction.  Opinions  alone 
lead  to  what  has  been  called  a  "damaging  neutrality" ;  a  more 
appropriate  name  is  moral  surrender.  The  great  men  of  the 
Bible,  like  Moses  and  Elijah,  were  not  neutral  men;  they 
were  men  of  conviction,  who  chose  to  suffer  affliction  with  the 
people  of  God  and  who  never  bowed  the  knee  to  Baal,  men 
of  the  Daniel  type,  who  opened  the  window  of  faith  toward 
truth,  and  honor,  and  duty. 

The  finest  conviction,  purpose,  and  heroism  bear  the  marks 
of  sacrifice.  If  the  principle  of  sacrifice,  self-denial,  and  con- 
secration were  practiced  and  exemplified  in  all  Christians,  it 
would  not  be  long  until  we  should  hear  Heaven's  choristers 
singing,  "The  Kingdom  of  this  world  has  become  the  King- 
dom of  our  Lord  and  of  His  Christ." 

There  is  one,  there  is  but  one,  to  whom  I  point  you.  His 
life  gives  the  one  perfect  example  of  vision,  ambition,  and 
conviction.  Through  them  we  gaze  upon  sacrifice,  the  death 
upon  the  cross.  As  the  thorn-crowned  head  bowed,  as  the 
blood  trickled  down  His  side,  the  world  witnessed  the  sublim- 
est  of  all  spectacles,  "For  mercy  and  truth  met  together, 
righteousness  and  peace  kissed  each  other." 

Young  gentlemen,  there  is  the  Life,  here  is  the  Truth. 
May  God  grant  you  His  spirit  that  you  may  ever  find  in 
Christ  "your  star,  your  sun,"  and  may  He  add  His  grace 
that  in  that  Light  of  Life  you  may  walk  "Till  traveling  days 
are  done."

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  AND  CONSTITUTIONAL 
LIBERTY

IN  REMINDING  the  graduating  class  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  of  its  obligations  concerning  the  mainte- 
nance of  constitutional  government  and  the  democratic  way 
of  life,  I  do  so  under  the  firm  conviction  that  the  unique 
traditions  of  the  College  impose  upon  its  graduates  a  challenge 
which  the  graduates  of  but  few  American  colleges  are  so  ably 
prepared  to  accept.  In  addition  to  interest  in  intellectual 
pursuit,  breadth  of  view,  tolerance,  courtesy,  and  brotherhood, 
which  are  so  much  a  part  of  the  life  that  you  have  enjoyed 


here  during  the  past  four  years,  that  collegiate  accretion 
which  only  long  years  and  an  honored  past  can  bring  is  also 
yours. 

It  is  no  mere  accident,  as  the  most  casual  backward  glance 
will  show,  that  Hampden-Sydney  is  unafraid  to  walk  face- 
forward  into  the  economic  and  social  storms  that  are  rising 
in  the  land.  The  very  style  of  the  school — Hampden-Sydney 
— is  a  vital  thing  to  those  who  would  accept  the  challenge 
and  by  word  and  action  demonstrate  the  validity  of  the  notion 
that  ours  is  now,  literally,  a  government  of,  for,  and  by  the 
people — all  the  people.  Even  before  the  gauntlet  had  been 
thrown  down  by  Patrick  Henry,  who  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  College,  John  Hampden  and  Algernon  Sydney  were 
thundering  out  in  England  their  demands  for  religious  and 
constitutional  freedom.  Unafraid,  they  "sealed  their  love  of 
constitutional  freedom  with  their  blood."  Offspring  of  the 
Revolution,  Hampden-Sydney  has  always  cherished  the  ideals 
which  prompted  that  conflict.  The  petition  of  its  founders  to 
the  Legislature  of  Yirginia  was  a  declaration  of  what  the 
college  aspired  to  do  and  has  in  fact  accomplished.  The  peti- 
tion sets  forth,  among  other  things,  "that  they  heartily  approve 
and  cheerfully  submit  themselves  in  the  form  of  government 
adopted  for  this  State,  and  hope  that  the  United  American 
States  will  long  continue  free  and  independent :  that  they 
esteem  the  last  article  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  as  the  rising  sun 
of  religious  liberty,  to  relieve  them  from  a  long  night  of 
ecclesiastical  bondage,  and  do  most  earnestly  request  and 
expect  that  this  House  will  go  on  to  complete  what  is  so  nobly 
begun,  that  is,  to  raise  religious  as  well  as  civil  liberty  to  the 
zenith  of  glory,  and  make  Yirginia  an  asylum  for  free  inquiry, 
knowledge,  and  the  virtuous  of  every  denomination." 

While  the  people  of  some  sections  of  the  State  were  still 
debating  the  wisdom  of  throwing  off  the  yoke  of  the  Mother 
Country,  the  students  of  Hampden-Sydney  were  formed  into 
a  company  under  the  command  of  the  Reverend  John  Blair 
Smith,  who  was  later  President  of  the  College.  The  "Hamp- 
den-Sydney Boys"  aided  in  repelling  an  attack  by  the  British, 
and  received  the  thanks  of  Patrick  Henry,  then  Governor 
of  Yirginia.  In  l8l2,  Hampden-Sydney  students,  under  the 
command  of  John  Kirkpatrick,  a  recent  graduate  then  en- 
gaged in  the  study  of  theology,  took  part  in  the  defense  of 
Norfolk.  During  the  War  Between  the  States,  a  company 
known  as  the  "Hampden-Sydney  Boys"  was  again  organized. 
Captain  J.  M.  P.  Atkinson,  President  of  the  College,  was  in 
command  and  led  the  students  in  the  defense  of  what  they 
believed  to  be  the  rights  of  constitutional  government.  In 
anticipation  of  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the 
\Yorld  War,  the  students  requested  the  College  to  secure  a 
commandant.  As  a  result  they  were  ready  when  war  was 
declared  and,  along  with  many  of  the  graduates,  volunteered. 
1  he  beautiful  gates  across  the  road  from  this  building  are 
mute  reminders  of  those  who  died  in  their  efforts  to  "make 
the  world  safe  for  democracy." 

The  permanence  of  constitutional  government  in  America 
is  threatened,  and  if  it  is  to  be  preserved,  those  who  cherish  it, 
understand  it,  and  appreciate  it,  must  help  to  keep  it  as  the 
foundation  of  our  religious,  economic,  and  political  liberty. 
"The  success  of  democratic  institutions,"  remarked  Chief 
Justice  Hughes  in  a  recent  address  before  the  American  Law 
Institute,  "lies  in  the  success  of  the  processes  of  reason  as 
opposed  to  the  tyranny  of  force."  "Between  these,"  he  con- 
tinued, "society  must  choose."  You  who  have  been  nurtured 
by  a  college  that  has  been  a  defender  of  religious  and  constitu- 
tional liberty  since  1776  should  not  hesitate  now  to  attack 
the  present-day  problems  of  government  with  the  same  degree

of  intelligence,  vigor,  and  courage  that  is  so  strongly  wrought 
into  the  ideals  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

The  mass  of  American  people  do  not  yet  realize  that  this 
country  is  already  in  the  first  stage  of  a  not  desirable  funda- 
mental change  in  the  form  of  government.  The  seizure  of 
property  by  "sit-down"  strikers,  before  whom  local  govern- 
ments have  stood  impotent,  and  Secretary  Perkins'  statements 
on  the  possible  legality  of  such  strikes,  bring  no  comfort  to 
those  who,  because  they  love  constitutional  liberty,  respect  the 
property  rights  of  others.  Neither  can  those  who  believe  that 
members  of  the  Supreme  Court  should  be  utterly  non-partisan 
in  their  decisions  derive  encouragement  from  the  efforts  of 
the  President,  however  sincere  his  motives  may  be,  to  pack 
the  Court.  No  scholarly  research  is  necessary  to  demonstrate 
the  proposition  that  a  government  which  submits  to  unlawful 
seizure  of  private  property,  corporate  or  individual,  is  in  the 
process  of  disruption. 

Students  of  constitutional  government  know,  too,  as  Judge 
Story  has  so  well  said  in  his  Commentaries  on  the  Constitu- 
tionj  "that  whenever  legislative,  judicial,  and  executive 
branches  are  all  vested  in  one  person,  or  body  of  men,  the 
government  is  in  fact  a  despotism,  by  whatever  name  it  may 
be  called." 

The  slowness  with  which  the  people  of  America  are  solv- 
ing many  of  the  pressing  social  and  economic  problems  gives 
courage  to  those  who  would  junk  the  Constitution  and  place 
the  country  under  the  control  of  a  "supreme  executive." 
Among  the  more  important  of  the  aggravating  situations  are : 
( i )  The  wealth  of  the  Nation  is  controlled  by  a  small  per- 
centage of  the  population;  (2)  With  an  abundance  of  food 
in  the  land,  thousands  are  underfed  ;  (3)  Science  and  industry 
have  contrived  a  machine  civilization  which  is  destroying  its 
makers,  as  well  as  their  helpless  laborers;  (4)  In  spite  of  a 
mounting  volume  of  restrictive  laws,  crime — juvenile  crime, 


in  particular — is  increasing;  and  (5)  The  army  of  the  un- 
employed threatens  the  security  of  the  employed. 

The  main  problem  is  to  secure,  through  constitutional 
means,  what  is  generally  referred  to  as  social  security.  For 
those  who  would  rule  as  kings  of  old,  for  the  satraps  who 
would  do  a  king's  bidding,  for  those  whose  zeal  outruns  their 
knowledge  of  history,  and  for  those  who  would  sell  their 
liberties  for  a  mess  of  government  pottage — recourse  to  the 
Constitution  is  too  slow.  Let  it  be  reiterated  that  the  de- 
liberateness  with  which  an  issue  must  be  presented  to  the 
highest  tribunal  in  the  Nation  is  one  of  the  safeguards  of  the 
liberties  of  the  people. 

The  Constitution  has  served  us  from  the  days  of  the  oxcart 
and  the  town  crier,  through  the  horse  and  buggy  era,  up  to 
the  day  of  the  airplane  and  radio.  The  Constitution  is  suscep- 
tible of  change,  the  machinery  for  providing  change  exists, 
and  it  has  in  fact  been  modified  or  amended  on  twenty-one 
occasions.  If  it  is  not  now  sufficiently  definite  to  encompass 
the  numerous  schemes  for  enriching  the  lives  and  the  pockets 
of  the  masses  who  are  spiritually  and  materially  in  want,  those 
who  would  hasten  the  dawn  of  a  new  day  may  speed  its  coming 
through  the  instrumentality  of  a  constitutional  amendment. 

Unfortunately,  too  many  of  those  who  would  hasten  the 
new  day  are  frankly  not  satisfied  with  our  constitutional  form 
of  government.  They  offer  us  everything  from  communism 
to  the  mildest  form  of  socialism.  Communism  may  be  best 
for  Russia,  Italy  may  again  grow  great  under  Mussolini, 
Hitler  may  have  the  answer  for  Germany,  and  the  lesser  dic- 
tators may  provide  well  for  their  lesser  nations;  but  for 
America,  the  dictator  is  not  the  way.  No  lengthy  comparisons 
of  their  ways  and  the  American  way  is  necessary ;  a  glance  at 
the  vitals  of  the  dictator-imposed  governments  will  suffice. 

In  Russia,  communism  reigns :  organized  religion  is  out- 
lawed, and  God  is  dethroned.    In  Italy,  the  State  dominates 
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all  aspects  of  the  lives  of  its  citizens,  with  religious  privileges 
dependent  upon  the  whims  of  the  Dictator.  In  Germany, 
where  Hitler  emulates  the  dictatorial  policies  of  Benito 
Mussolini,  Jews  are  persecuted,  ministers  are  ejected,  and  a 
State  Church  is  established.  From  the  countries  under  dicta- 
torships, though,  there  is  this  for  us  to  learn :  the  dictatorship 
of  the  proletariat  in  Russia,  the  Fascism  of  Italy,  and  Naziism 
in  Germany,  were  all  nurtured  on  "economic  collapse  and 
intense  suffering  accompanied  by  national  frustration  and 
bitterness." 

It  is  clearly  evident  that  if  we  who  possess  freedom  of 
speech,  an  untrammeled  press,  a  non-partisan  judiciary,  and 
the  right  to  worship  according  to  the  dictates  of  conscience 
do  not  make  the  most  of  these  liberties,  dictators  will  regiment 
our  lives. 

As  you  leave  Hampden-Sydney,  I  hope  you  will  go  with 
the  determination  to  use  as  much  intelligence,  fortitude,  and 
foresight  in  preserving  constitutional  government  as  your  pre- 
decessors exerted  in  securing  it. 


Dedication  of  Morton  Hall 

A  LARGE  audience  was  present  at  the  Dedication  Exer- 
cises at  Morton  Hall,  which  began  at  4  o'clock.  The 
weather  was  as  perfect  as  if  arranged  for  the  occasion. 

On  the  front  entrance  were  seated  Dr.  John  E.  Williams, 
'02,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  presided  ; 
Governor  George  C.  Peery ;  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton,  Jr.; 
Dr.  W.  W.  Morton,  representing  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity, and  a  kinsman  of  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton,  Jr.;  Rev. 
B.  F.  Bedinger,  D.  D.,  '75,  and  President  Eggleston. 

The  exercises  were  opened  with  prayer  by  Dr.  B.  F. 
Bedinger.  President  Eggleston  stated  that  he  had  received 
many  letters  of  congratulation  on  the  new  building.  He  read 
a  telegram  from  Rev.  P.  B.  Hill,  D.  D.,  '02,  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  and  his  sons:  "We  send  our  congratulations  to  you, 
dear  old  Hampden-Sydney.  Also  deep  appreciation  of,  and 
gratitude  for,  the  splendid  gift  of  the  building  which  you 
dedicate  today." 

President  Eggleston  then  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Shirley 
Carter,  of  Winchester,  Ya.,  addressed  to  the  President  and 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College : 

"It  was  my  firm  intention  to  be  with  you  all  on  the  eighth,  for  the 
dedication  of  MORTON  HALL,  gift  of  my  good  friend  of  many 
moons — Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton,  Jr. 

"To  the  credit  of  Samuel  P.  Morton:  I  have  known  him  forty 
odd  years;  he  knew  what  a  dollar  was  and  knew  he  had  to  make  it 
for  himself.  His  record  is  clean  and  commands  the  highest  estimate 
of  the  business  world,  and  he  is  a  gentleman,  which  in  ray  definition, 
covers  everything  that  a  man  can  be. 

"In  the  gift  you  have  received  from  Samuel  Morton,  it  is  a  fine 
exhibit  of  the  character  of  the  man,  and  I  feel  that  his  life  will  be  an 
inspiration  to  many  who  will  enter  that  Hall  in  the  days  to  come, 
and  see  what  energy  and  determination  will  cover,  with  unquestion- 
able integrity. 

"As  I  have  stated  above,  I  have  known  Samuel  Morton  from 
youth  to  what  I  might  say  a  dignified  age,  and  his  life  has  been  one 
without  reproach,  from  every  direction,  and  with  it  all,  he  is  a 
Christian  gentleman. 

"How  much  I  would  love  to  be  with  you  and  hear  the  handsome 
things  that  will  be  said  about  Sam,  but  I  shall  take  pleasure  in 
reading  the  account  of  the  dedication  in  the  papers. 

"With  all  good  wishes  for  good  old  Hampden-Sydney  College,

After  appropriate  words  of  welcome  to  the  audience,  Dr. 
Williams  presented  Mr.  Morton,  the  donor  of  Morton  Hall. 
Mr.  Morton's  address  was  as  follows: 

It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  you  to  hear  from  me  why  I  became 
interested  in  this  dear  old  college,  as  I  was  not  schooled  here. 

Vet,  I  doubt  the  good  taste  of  a  donor  speaking  of  his  gift. 

In  1928  I  wrote  to  your  president  asking  about  ray  great-great- 
grandfather, Captain  John  Morton,  one  of  the  original  trustees  of 
Hampden-  Sy  d  n  ey . 

This  letter  commenced  a  most  agreeable  and  interesting  cor- 
respondence and  in  May,  1935,  I  visited  here  with  some  friends 
and  met  your  president. 

You  can  hardly  imagine  my  feelings  in  finding  this  fine  old 
college  with  its  roots  deep  in  the  history  of  our  country  and  its  tradi- 
tions, to  which  I  found  your  cultivated  president  bound  heart  and  soul. 

I  found  a  wholesomeness  that  was  refreshing,  and  I  was  so 
delighted  with  its  aims  and  everything  that  I  saw  and  heard,  that  on 
my  return  home  I  thought  it  would  be  pleasing  in  the  sight  of  God 
and  man  to  help  in  some  way. 

In  July,  1935,  I  wrote  to  President  Eggleston,  asking  for  sugges- 
tions, and  under  his  guidance  a  recitation  hall  was  decided  on  as  the 
most  pressing  need ;  and  in  October  I  wrote  my  offer  of  this  hall. 

Every  contact,  every  word  in  the  consummation  of  this  project, 
has  given  me  real  joy. 

I  have  received  seventy-five  letters  thanking  me  for  the  benefac- 
tion: letters  from  different  states  in  the  Union  from  as  far  as  Cali- 
fornia and  New  Mexico;  from  Japan,  Korea,  Bulgaria,  Mexico; 
from  college  presidents,  professors,  clergymen  and  laymen;  a  won- 
derful demonstration  of  the  far-reaching  influence  of  your  Alma 
Mater. 

Your  college  has  moved  along  for  162  years  with  little  "fuss 
and  feathers,"  but  with  a  firm  belief  that  wisdom  and  understanding 
come  from  God  alone. 

It  has  produced  more  than  its  proportion  of  eminent  and  success- 
ful men.  Born  just  prior  to  the  Revolution,  the  college  weathered  that 
storm,  and  the  dreadful  period  of  our  Civil  War.  And  I  believe  it 
is  healthier  and  better  today  than  ever;  and  if  I  have  helped  in  the 
furtherance  of  its  aims,  it  is  one  of  the  soundest  accomplishments  of 
my  life. 

It  isn't  a  pleasant  thought  to  try  to  visualize  what  the  Southside 
Virginia  would  have  been  without  the  influence  of  this  college. 

I  ask  you  to  cherish  its  traditions,  to  love  its  memories,  and  to 
do  nothing  that  might  hurt  its  fine  atmosphere. 

And  what  I  have  done  is  an  act  of  faith  in  God,  in  you,  in  your 
college,  and  in  your  president. 

President  Eggleston  responded  as  follows : 

Mr.  Morton  has  stated  briefly,  but  in  most  fitting  words,  why  he 
has    given   to    Hampden-Sydney    College   this    useful    and    beautiful 
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building;  a  gift  which  does  honour  to  the  College  because  he  has 
deemed  us  worthy  to  receive  it;  a  gift  that  does  honour  to  himself, 
because  in  this  handsome  manner  he  has  shown  respect  for,  and  done 
reverence  to,  the  memory  of  his  ancestor;  a  gift  that  does  honour  to 
one  whose  life  was  one  of  great  service  to  his  country,  his  common- 
wealth, his  county,  and  to  this  College. 

A  few  years  ago  a  prominent  business  leader,  who  is  also  a  close 
student  of  the  early  history  of  our  country,  said  to  me  that  he  was 
constantly  amazed,  in  his  researches  in  Virginia  history,  to  find  men 
of  the  early  days  of  our  Commonwealth,  who  had  done  great 
things  for  the  Commonwealth  and  for  the  Nation;  who,  if  they  had 
lived  in  New  England,  would  have  received  extended  notice  by 
writers  and  historians;  and  yet  who  were  little  known  outside  of 
this  State,  and  not  infrequently  very  little  known  by  the  citizens  of 
Virginia. 

Captain  John  Morton  is  one  of  these.  His  was  a  constructive  life, 
and  he  left  his  community,  his  county,  his  state,  and  his  nation  the 
better  because  of  his  life  of  constructive  service. 

This  bronze  tablet  tells  in  barest  outline  what  a  busy  life  he  led, 
and  how  useful  it  was! 

Busy  with  his  large  plantation  and  its  many  affairs,  he  was  one 
of  the  founders  and  a  ruling  elder  of  Old  Cumberland  Church,  mother 
of  other  churches,  mother  of  consecrated  women  and  of  great  and 
useful  men. 

Busy  as  he  was  with  his  own  affairs,  he  found  time  to  go 
throughout  this  count}'  and  into  other  counties  as  an  escort  and 
friend  of  the  great  Samuel  Davies,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Presbyterian- 
ism  in  Southside  Virginia,  so  as  to  introduce  him  into  the  homes  and 
hearts  of  our  people ;  and  to  go  to  Williamsburg  with  him  to  help  him 
to  obtain  permission  to  preach  the  Gospel  in  this  section. 

Busy  as  he  was  with  his  own  affairs,  he  was  an  early  and  active 
proponent  of  freedom  in  religious  worship. 

Busy  as  he  was,  he  accepted  the  position  of  Justice  of  the  County 
Court  and  of  the  Court  in  Chancery,  and  thus  gave  a  considerable 
amount  of  his  time  and  thought  to  the  responsibilities  of  those 
important  offices. 

Busy  as  he  was,  he  recognized  the  importance  of  Christian  educa- 
tion and  became  one  of  the  founders  of  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
a  substantial  donor  to  its  needs,  and  an  active  trustee  to  the  day  of  his 
death.  One  would  suppose  that  these  things  would  have  taken  up  all  of 
his  spare  time,  and  yet  we  find  that  he  was  at  one  time  High  Sheriff 
of  the  Count}';  we  find  that  in  response  to  his  country's  call,  he  was 
an  officer  under  Andrew  Lewis  in  his  expedition  against  the  Shawnee 
Indians — a  highly  dangerous  venture. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  Prince  Edward 
County.  And  when  his  State  needed  his  services  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution,  he  organized  a  company,  became  Captain  of  it,  and  went 
forth  to  battle,  willing,  if  necessary,  to  lay  down  his  life  in  behalf  of 
the  liberties  of  his  fellow  citizens. 

Surely,  he  was  eminent  as  citizen,  as  patriot,  as  soldier,  and  as 
Christian. 

I  love  to  think  that  when  he  was  here  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  walking  these  grounds,  the  beautiful  trees,  which  one 
sees  close  at  hand,  were  here  then,  and  today  stretch  out  their  arms  as 
if  to  pronounce  a  benediction  upon  a  worthy  memorial  of  a  worthy 
man.  It  is  said  that  on  December  i,  1796,  he  died.  But  that  is  not  true. 
His  bodily  home  worn  out,  he  left  it,  and  passed  into  the  presence  of 
the  Lord  and  Saviour  he  had  served  with  such  unwavering  devotion. 
He  left  sons  and  daughters  of  notable  merit,  to  carry  on  in  a  manner 
worthy  of  their  father;  and  we  see  in  his  descendents  today  that  same 
high  purpose  which  distinguished  him,  and  in  none  of  them  more 
evident  than  in  the  Christian  gentleman  who  by  his  noble  generosity 
and  by  his  fine  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  has  endeared  himself  to 
all  of  us. 

Mr.  John  Stewart  Morton,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore,  a  student 
at  the  Episcopal  High  School,  and  a  nephew  of  Air.  Samuel 
P.  Morton,  Jr.,  then  unveiled  the  bronze  tablet  and  the 
portrait  of  Mr.  Morton,  and  President  Eggleston  continued 
as  follows : 

I  know  of  nothing  more  fitting  than  to  have  next  to  this  bronze 
tablet  in  memory  of  Captain  John  Morton,  this  fine  portrait,  done  by  a 
great  artist;  an  almost  speaking  likeness  of  Captain  Morton's  great- 
great-grandson,  the  donor  of  this  beautiful  building. 

A  few  weeks  ago  Dr.  Massey  asked  me  to  visit  Morton  Hall  with 
him.  When  he  opened  the  front  door  of  the  building,  he  said,  "As  you 
enter  the  hall,  look  into  Mr.  Morton's  eyes  and  then  walk  slowly  by 
the  portrait."  I  did  so,  and  Dr.  Massey  then  said,  "Now  look  directly 
into  his  eyes  as  you  go  up  the  steps,  and  until  you  get  to  the  top." 


I  did  that,  and  he  then  said,  "Now  look  into  his  eyes  as  you  go 
around  and  up  to  the  second  floor." 

When  I  had  done  this,  he  said,  "Now  come  back  and  look  into 
his  eyes  as  you  come  down  the  steps."  And  when  I  reached  the  bottom 
of  the  steps,  he  said,  "What  have  you  seen?" 

I  told  him  that  I  had  seen  the  frank,  kindly  eyes  of  a  gentleman 
who  was  looking  intently  at  me ;  that  I  saw  also  hint  of  a  kindly 
smile  about  his  mouth;  and  that  I  had  the  impression  that  if  the 
portrait  could  speak,  it  would  do  so. 

Dr.  Massey  then  said  to  me  what  I  believe  is  the  impression  of 
all  of  us  as  we  come  into  this  building  and  as  we  leave  the  building — 
members  of  the  Faculty  and  members  of  the  Student  Body.    He  said: 

"When  I  enter  this  building  each  morning,  I  seek  Mr.  Morton's 
eyes,  for  he  greets  me  with  a  look  that  seems  to  say,  'I  am  glad  to  see 
you,'  and  as  I  climb  the  steps  and  start  around  to  my  classroom, 
he  seems  to  say  to  me,  'I  hope  you  are  going  to  have  a  pleasant  day 
of  work.'  Then  when  I  have  finished  my  day's  teaching  and  start 
down  the  steps,  I  seek  his  eyes  again,  and  he  seems  to  say  to  me,  'I 
hope  you  have  had  a  good  morning' ;  and  as  I  reach  the  front  door, 
I  can  almost  hear  him  say,  'Goodbye,  I  hope  I'll  see  you  tomorrow 
morning'." 

Every  day  through  ever}'  session,  in  the  years  to  come,  I  hope 
and  believe  that  our  students  and  faculty  will  not  lose  the  opportunity 
to  be  greeted  by  Mr.  Morton  in  this  way.  If  they  do,  they  will  be 
the  losers.  The  building,  an  inspiration;  the  donor,  an  inspiration; 
and  his  portrait,  an  inspiration.  What  could  be  more  fitting  and 
more  beautiful ! 

Upon  invitation  of  President  Eggleston,  the  audience 
then  entered  the  building  and  inspected  every  part  of  it.

Addenda 

MR.  SAMUEL  P.  MORTON,  Jr.,  in  sending  to  Presi- 
dent Eggleston  a  copy  of  the  address  which  he  was  to 
make  at  the  Dedication  Exercises  on  the  afternoon  of  June  8, 
wrote : 

"I  would  like  to  have  incorporated  in  this  address  Dr.  Whiting's 
suggestion  that  the  students  be  made  custodians  of  the  building,  and 
'keep  it  as  a  fit  place  for  guests  to  see  and  gentlemen  to  use.'  Also  Dr. 
Massey's  prayer  that  there  should  be  no  instructions  in  the  classroom 
that  were  out  of  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  Christ.  But  in 
reconsidering,  I  believe  I  have  said  about  enough." 

In  his  address  to  the  students  and  members  of  the  Faculty 
on  February  16,  1937,  when  a  transfer  was  made  from 
Mcllwaine  Hall  to  Morton  Hall,  Dr.  Whiting  said,  "We 
will  feel  a  just  pride  in  the  building,  assume  the  role  of 
custodians,  and  keep  it  as  a  fit  place  for  guests  to  see  and 
gentlemen  to  use." 

In  the  closing  prayer,  Dr.  Massey  said,  "Forbid  that  there 
should  ever  be  any  instruction  dispensed  in  those  classrooms 
that  will  be  out  of  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  our  Saviour, 
or  accompanied  by  disloyalty  to  Tesus  Christ  and  His  Holy 
Word." 

Courtenay  S.  Welton,  Architect  of 
Morton  Hall

WHO  would  have  thought,  in  the  fall  of  1907,  when 
Courtenay  S.  Welton  appeared  on  our  campus  as  a 
first-year  student,  that  he  would  carve  the  following  career: 
Graduated  in  the  Class  of  1 910,  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts ;  taught  at  Bethel  Academy  during  the 
session  1910-11;  for  three  years  worked  diligently  in  the 
Engineering  Department  of  the  Baltimore  Sz  Ohio  Railroad  ; 
then  took  special  courses  in  Architecture  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, N.  Y. ;  spent  six  years  of  hard  work  with  the  Newport 
News  Shipbuilding  &  Dry  Dock  Company,  being  in  charge 
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Architect  Morton  Hall 

of  Industrial  Housing;  as  State  Reconditioning  Supervisor  for 
the  H.  O.  L.  C,  has  handled  approximately  five  thousand 
eight  hundred  repair  cases,  totaling  in  cost  about  $1,200,000; 
and  has  practiced  architecture  in  Richmond,  Ya.,  since  1922. 

In  1919,  he  married  Miss  Jessie  F.  Walraven,  of  Warren- 
ton,  Ya.    They  have  two  sons,  Courtenay  C.  and  F.  Conway. 

Soon  after  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore, 
announced  his  splendid  gift  of  a  Recitation  Hall  to  Hampden- 
Sydney,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Hampden-Sydney  met  at  the  Westmoreland  Club  in 
Richmond,  with  Mr.  Morton  and  his  friend,  Mr.  Ralph 
Robinson,  present.  Three  representatives  of  as  many  archi- 
tectural firms  had  been  invited  to  be  present  and  to  present 
their  views  as  to  the  kind  of  building  that  should  be  erected 
on  the  Hampden-Sydney  campus. 

From  that  conference  and  the  discussions  which  followed, 
it  was  decided  that  no  one  could  do  more  satisfactory  work, 
in  placing  on  our  campus  a  building  which  would  be  in  perfect 
accord  with  the  best  that  we  have,  than  Mr.  Welton.  He 
was,  therefore,  employed. 

It  needs  but  a  glance  at  Morton  Hall  to  convince  anyone 
that  Mr.  Welton  has  abundantly  justified  the  faith  that  was 
placed  in  him.  And  a  thorough  study  of  the  building,  inside 
and  out,  confirms  this  impression. 

One  of  the  greatest  architects  in  America,  Mr.  Ralph 
Adams  Cram,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  when  on  a  visit  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  several  months  ago,  inspected  the  building,  asked  who 
was  the  architect,  and  wished  to  know  what  the  building  cost. 
When  told,  he  said,  "This  building  is  in  perfect  accord  with 
the  best  you  have  here,  and  I  am  amazed  that  you  could  get 
such  a  building  as  this  for  the  sum  you  have  named."  High 
praise  from  a  high  source ! 

Mr.  Welton's  first  venture  as  an  architect  for  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  The  College  Shop,  which  has  been  universally 


commended  for  its  dignity  and  beauty.  His  next  venture  was 
the  Belfry.  On  the  initiative  of  J.  D.  Eggleston  III,  this 
belfry  was  erected  as  a  memorial  to  Dr.  Asa  D.  Watkins. 
It  was  Mr.  Eggleston's  wish  that  it  should  be  severely  simple, 
giving  an  impression  of  quiet  dignity,  and  that  it  should  be 
built  of  old  brick,  most  of  these  to  be  gathered  from  the  homes 
of  prominent  trustees  and  prominent  alumni,  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  College  to  the  present.  He  presented  this  idea  to 
Mr.  Welton,  and  the  present  belfry — probably  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  in  America — was  the  result.  His  third  venture  was 
the  Annex  to  the  College  Library.  Members  of  the  General 
Education  Board  of  New  York,  which  gave  $10,000  for 
books  and  equipment,  have  made  a  close  inspection  of  this 
-Annex  and  have  praised  it  without  stint. 

Hearty  congratulations  are  extended  to  the  architect,  in 
whose  mind  was  first  conceived,  and  by  whose  skillful  touch 
have  been  made,  these  beautiful  additions  to  our  College 
plant.  And  without  invidious  distinction  it  can  be  said  that, 
as  an  enduring  and  fitting  memorial  to  one  of  our  worthy 
founders,  nothing  could  be  more  appropriate  than  Morton 
Hall. 

President  Eggleston's  Address  to  the 

Graduates  and  the  Bestowal  of  the 
Algernon  Sydnev  Sullivan  Medallions 

MAKING  A  LIVING,  AND  LIVING  A  LIFE :  WITH 
TWO  EXAMPLES  OF  THE  LATTER 

YOLJNG  gentlemen,  you  are  about  to  step  out  into  a  larger 
field  of  life.  The  habits  that  have  been  in  the  making 
here  will  go  with  you — if  habits  that  will  handicap  you,  there 
is  no  time  so  good  as  now  to  break  them  and  not  permit  them 
to  become  more  powerful  than  you  are ;  if  habits  that  are  good, 
there  is  no  time  so  good  as  now  to  strengthen  them  and  thus 
cause  them  to  become  a  guard  of  defense  and  a  guard  of 
attack  against  every  form  of  evil. 

A  man  must  do  two  things  in  life:  (1)  Make  a  living, 
and  (2)  Make  a  life.  If  he  happens  to  have  his  living  already 
provided,  he  cannot  have  his  life  provided  for  him;  the  latter 
he,  and  he  alone,  can  make. 

What  a  tragedy,  if  he  makes  a  good  living,  and  makes  an 
indifferent  life!  The  former  is  temporal — is  temporary;  the 
latter  is  above  and  beyond  temporalities,  it  is  a  thing  of  the 
spirit,  a  thing  that  touches  character,  and  is,  therefore,  eternal. 
A  man  leaves  behind  him  his  living,  he  cannot  leave  behind 
him  his  life.  That  goes  with  him,  whether  he  wishes  it  or  not. 
It  will  meet  him  again,  either  to  support  him,  or  to  condemn 
him. 

I  hope  each  of  you  will  find,  in  making  a  living  and  in 
making  a  life,  the  place  and  calling  best  fitted  to  your  talents. 
But  no  matter  what  the  work,  or  profession,  or  calling,  may 
be,  I  commend  to  you  two  examples  of  Christ-like  lives  of 
sacrifice  and  unselfishness;  two  examples  of  lives  which  have 
regarded  nothing  as  worth  while  that  did  not  mean  a  daily 
communion  with  God.  Not  in  the  long  history  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  with  the  army  of  noble  men  who  have  gone  from 
her  tender  care,  can  two  more  striking  examples  be  found  of 
the  truth  of  the  Proverb,  that  "the  path  of  the  just  is  as  the 
shining  light,  that  shineth  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect 
day." 

It  was  said  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  that  "He  went  about, 
doing  good."  Both  of  these  sons  of  Hampden-Sydney,  one  of 
the  Class  of  1870,  and  one  of  the  Class  of  1875,  have  spent 
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their  lives  doing  this.  Each  has  made  a  life  that  will  cause 
,  the  Great  Judge  to  say,  "You  have  done  well,  good  and  trust- 
worthy servant;  come,  share  your  Master's  joy."  "Mark  the 
perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright:  for  the  end  of  that  man 
is  peace." 

By  unanimous  vote,  the  Committee  charged  with  the 
duty  and  responsibility  of  conferring  the  Sullivan  Medallion 
upon  an  alumnus  of  eminent  service,  has  decided  this  year  to 
confer  two  of  these ;  and  I  will  now  ask  that  these  two  alumni 
be  brought  forward. 

Two   of   the  ushers   then   escorted    Rev.   James   Edward 
I  Booker,  D.  D.,  '70,  and  Rev.  Benjamin  Franklin  Bedinger, 
D.  D.,  '75,  to  the  front  of  the  platform.    The  large  audience 
arose  en  masse ,  and  Dr.  Eggleston  continued  : 

"Just  come  from  heaven,  how  bright  and  fair 
The  soft  locks  of  the  baby's  hair, 
As  if  the  unshut  gates  still  shed 
The  shining  halo  round  his  head! 

"Just  entering  heaven,  what  sacred  snoivs 
Upon  the  old  man's  brow  repose! 

For  there  the  opening  gates  have  stroivn 
The  glory  from  the  Heavenly  Throne.'' 

President  Eggleston  then  handed  the  medallions  to  Drs. 
Booker  and  Bedinger,  while  the  audience  applauded  enthusias- 
ticallv.

The  Urbano  Cup 

SEVERAL  months  ago  Rev.  Francis  G.  Urbano,  of  Far 
Rockaway,  New  York,  expressed  the  wish  to  donate  a 
cup  to  a  young  man  in  the  Senior  Class  who  had  made  "the 
best  efforts"  in  his  work  during  his  scholastic  years  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney.

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These  "efforts"  were  not  necessarily  to  be  confined  to 
"direct  first  honors,"  as  he  expressed  it,  but  his  letter  indicated 
that  scholastic  honors  were  to  be  considered  as  important. 

Mr.  Urbano  stated  that  he  wished  this  cup  to  be  given 
"at  the  discretion  of  the  College  President."  Realizing  the 
difficulty  of  measuring  such  an  imponderable  thing  as  "best 
efforts,"  continued  through  four  years,  the  President  requested 
a  committee  of  the  Faculty  to  help  him  decide  to  whom  to 
award  this  cup. 

It  was  decided  that  no  one  would  be  considered  who  was 
not  in  the  upper  brackets  in  scholastic  standing ;  meaning  a 
grade  not  lower  than  85%  for  the  four  years.  The  following 
were  asked,  and  each  individual's  record  was  required  to 
answer  them :  Did  this  student  engage  in  any  work  closely 
related  to  scholastic  standing,  and  with  what  success?  Was 
the  student  compelled  by  financial  circumstances  to  devote  a 
considerable  part  of  his  time  to  earning  money  with  which 
to  help  him  pay  his  college  expenses,  and  was  he  thus  under 
the  necessity  of  making  extra  efforts  for  scholastic  honors  ? 
Was  the  student  a  young  man  of  irreproachable  character? 
Did  the  student  show  evidence  of  a  capacity  for  leadership  ? 

Several  names  were  very  carefully  considered,  and  the 
Committee,  by  unanimous  vote,  decided  to  award  this  cup  to 
Frank  Dodson  Pollard  of  the  Senior  Class. 

(Note:  The  award  was  made  by  President  Eggleston  at  the 
graduation  exercises  on  June  9.) 


A  Valued  Gift 

MRS.  RALF.IGH  COLSTON  MINOR,  daughter  of 
Colonel  Charles  Scott  Venable,  and  her  son,  Mr. 
Charles  Venable  Minor,  have  presented  to  the  College  a  large 
photograph  of  Colonel  Venable.  We  prize  this  gift  for  many 
reasons.  Colonel  Venable's  forbears  loom  large  in  the  early 
history  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  he  himself  was  one 
of  the  most  distinguished  natives  of  Prince  Edward  County, 
and  was  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  the  soldier,  the  scholar 
and  the  gentleman  that  this  College  has  ever  helped  to  mould. 

He  was  the  great-grandson  of  Captain  Nathaniel  Venable, 
of  "Slate  Hill,"  to  whom  Hampden-Sydney  owes  so  much  ; 
he  was  born  at  "Longwood"  (near  Farmville,  Va.),  April 
19,  1827,  son  of  Nathaniel  E.  Venable,  and  he  graduated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1842  along  with  his  brother,  Samuel 
Woodson  Venable,  one-time  leading  tobacco  manufacturer  in 
Virginia;  with  A.  M.  Branch,  later  United  States  Senator 
from  Texas ;  and  with  John  T.  Thornton,  ornament  of  the 
Virginia  bar.  So  high  was  young  Venable's  standing  in 
College  that,  though  he  was  a  mere  boy  in  years,  he  was 
chosen  tutor  for  the  sessions  1843-45,  and  from  that  time 
until  1856,  his  name  was  in  our  catalogue  as  professor  of 
Mathematics,  active  or  on  leave. 

For  the  year  1856-57  he  was  Professor  of  Natural  Phil- 
osophy in  the  University  of  Georgia,  and  for  the  sessions 
1857-60  he  was  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy 
in  the  University  of  South  Carolina.  Colonel  Venable's  war 
record  was  a  distinguished  one:  Lieutenant  of  the  Congree 
(S.  C.)  Rifles,  Private  at  First  Manassas;  Lieutenant  of 
Artillery  at  New  Orleans  ;  Captain  of  Engineers  at  Vicks- 
burg;  Lieutenant-Colonel  C.  S.  A.;  one  of  the  "big  four" 
on  the  staff  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee — Majors  Marshall, 
Talcott,  Taylor  and  Venable. 

In  1865  Colonel  Venable  succeeded  Professor  Bledsoe 
as  Professor  of  Mathematics  at  the  LTniversity  of  Virginia, 


where  his  influence  as  teacher,  gentleman  and  Christian  was 
most  potent  and  salutary.  The  students  admired  and  respected 
the  Colonel ;  they  listened  to  his  counsel  and  were  guided  by 
it,  for  they  realized  that  he  was  a  man  of  wisdom  and  their 
reason  told  them  that  he  stood  for  what  was  manly  and 
honorable  and  Christian. 

The  Colonel  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Miss 
Margaret  Cantey  McDowell;  his  second  was  Mrs.  J.  T. 
Brown  (nee  Southall).  Not  old  in  years,  as  things  go,  but 
prematurely  broken,  this  knightly  gentleman  died  at  his 
home  in  Charlottesville,  Va.,  August  11,  1900,  leaving  a 
record  of  attainment  and  of  service  of  which  Alma  Mater 
is  justly  proud.

Forensics

THE  forensic  season,  whose  echoes  are  just  dying  away, 
marks  one  of  the  best  enjoyed  by  Hampden-Sydney  de- 
baters in  many  years.  Five  different  subjects  of  vital  import 
to  mankind  reverberated  from  the  rostrum  this  year,  namely: 
whether  Congress  should  regulate  minimum  wages  and 
maximum  hours  for  industry;  whether  consumers'  coopera- 
tives should  be  extended  in  the  Southern  states;  whether  the 
Supreme  Court  should  be  reformed  ;  whether  Virginia  should 
adopt  a  system  of  state  medicine ;  and  whether  the  increasing 
equality  of  the  sexes  is  really  deplorable.  The  last  of  these 
was  the  occasion  of  a  sprightly  tilt  with  our  traditional  rival, 
Mary  Baldwin  College.  The  highlight  of  the  season  was  a 
fifteen-hundred  mile  jaunt  taken  by  the  senior  debaters 
through  five  Southern  states.  On  this  springtime  hejira,  they 
debated  five  universities:  Furman,  South  Carolina,  Georgia, 
Emory  and  Tennessee.    Those  rating  this  coveted  trip  were

R.  Godsey.  Other  institutions  debated  were  Farmville  State 
Teachers  College,  Lynchburg  College,  Bridgewater  College 
Randolph-Macon  College,  Westhampton  College,  Radford 
College,  Albright  College,  Wheaton  College  and  West  Vir- 
ginia University.  According  to  the  prevailing  custom,  a  large 
number  of  the  debates  were  of  that  soothing,  judicious  type 
known  as  non-decision.  Three  were  conducted  in  the  cross- 
questioning,  courtroom  manner  of  the  Oregon  style.  Of  the 
decision  contests,  Hampden-Sydney  won  this  year  80%,  an 
average  which  has  been  exceeded  only  once  in  our  history. 

Under  the  splendid  management  of  our  ace  debater-man- 
ager, Frank  D.  Pollard,  the  State  Convention  of  Tau  Kappa 
Alpha  National  Forensic  Fraternity  was  successfully  enter- 
tained at  Hampden-Sydney  in  April.  At  this  convention,  Dr. 
R.  C.  Beale  was  elected  to  the  State  T.  K.  A.  Advisory 
Council.  A  valuable  addition  to  our  coaching  staff  this  year 
has  been  Mr.  A.  Letcher  Jones,  '36,  one  of  our  own  veteran 
debaters  who  joined  our  Faculty  last  fall. 

In  December  we  were  represented  in  an  intercollegiate 
open  forum  on  the  Supreme  Court  by  R.  G.  Harper  and  in 
May  our  representative  in  the  State  Intercollegiate  Oratorical 
Association  contest  was  W.  R.  Godsey.  Four  freshmen  won 
places  on  the  debate  squad  this  year:  J.  C.  Summers,  L.  B. 
Hanes,  Jr.,  V.  H.  Campbell,  and  J.  T.  Wicker.  Of  these, 
Summers  and  Hanes  (son  of  our  noted  poet,  Leigh  Hanes, 
'16),  went  under  fire  creditably  in  a  debate  with  Lynchburg 
College.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  three  sons  of  Chief 
Justice  Preston  W.  Campbell,  of  Virginia,  are  now  on  our 
debating  teams. 

The  Debate  Council  Award  for  the  best  intercollegiate 
debating  of  the  year  went  this  year  to  a  junior,  Robert  G. 
Harper,  of  Winchester,  who  is  one  of  the  most  brilliant  de- 
baters to  represent  Hampden-Sydney  on  the  intercollegiate 
platform  in  many  years.  If  a  second  prize  had  been  available 
it  would  have  gone  to  Frank  D.  Pollard,  '37,  for  his  long 
and  splendid  service  to  forensics.

'02,  whose  record  as  a  textile  specialist  has  been  remarkable. 
He  was  born  in  Tazewell,  Ya.,  July  9,  1880.  His  father 
and  two  of  his  brothers  were  lawyers  of  repute.  But,  after 
graduating  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  teaching  for  a  year  at 
Hoge  Academy  at  Blackstone,  Ya.,  our  young  friend  decided 
to  prepare  himself  for  a  career  in  the  southern  textile  in- 
dustry, matriculated  at  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School  and, 
after  graduation,  sought  employment  in  various  companies 
in  which  he  could  gain  familiarity  in  practical  details.  Two 
years  later  he  went  to  New  Orleans;  in  1907  he  straightened 
out  difficulties  in  the  Riverdale  Mill  in  South  Carolina.  From 
1908  to  1 91 4  he  was  general  superintendent  of  Colonel 
Spring's  plants  in  Chester,  S.  C.  After  a  term  of  service  in 
Utica,    N.   Y.,    Mr.    Henry   returned   south    and   his   labors 


increased.  President  of  the  Duncan  Mills,  at  Greenville, 
S.  C. ;  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Watts  Mills,  at 
Laurens;  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Aragon-Baldwin 
Mills  at  Whitmire  and  Rock  Hill,  this  busy  man  runs  a 
"three-ply  job."  Besides  all  this,  he  is  director  on  many 
boards.  Mrs.  Henry  was  Miss  Sarah  E.  McCrary,  of 
Clinton,  S.  C.  There  is  one  son,  Robert  Carter  Henry,  aged 
22,  who  is  now  a  student  in  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School. 
The  Henry  home  is  in  Greenville,  but  Mr.  Henry  owns  a 
farm  near  the  town  where  he  spends  much  time,  finding 
pleasure  and  recreation  in  agriculture  and  gardening.

The  Fine  Arts 

By  Charles  William  Dabney,  '73 

WE  ARE  glad  to  see  interest  in  the  Fine  Arts  develop- 
ing among  the  students  of  the  College.  The  literal) 
fraternity,  Sigma  Upsilon,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Whiting,  supplies  quite  a  number  of  articles  for  the  College 
magazine. 

An  informal  group  meets  every  Saturday  night  in  Miss 
Eggleston's  study  to  listen  to  and  discuss  music.  They  have 
gradually  collected  about  a  dozen  symphonies,  several  string 
quartets  and  a  concerto  or  two  in  excellent  recordings.  Mr. 
V  hite  manages  the  Yictrola  and  explains  and  discusses  the 
music  before  it  is  to  be  played. 

The  same  group  is  especially  interested  in  poetry,  painting 
and  other  creative  arts. 

Under  their  auspices  an  exhibition  of  pictures  and  sculp- 
ture by  local  people  was  held  in  the  little  Globe  1  heatre  this 
spring.  The  outstanding  feature  of  the  exhibition  was  a 
collection  of  the  landscape  paintings  of  Professor  Asa  D. 
Watkins,  former  head  of  the  English  Department.  Two 
portraits,  painted  by  Dr.  Henry  Brock  when  he  was  seventy- 
eight  years  old,  attracted  especial  interest.  The  present 
generation  was  represented  by  paintings,  drawings,  photog- 
raphy and  soap  carvings. 

Mr.  H.  W.  White  has  been  most  useful  in  stimulatirg 
interest  in  good  music.  Under  his  direction  the  Glee  Club 
has  had  several  outstanding  concerts.  His  talent  as  a  com- 
poser has  created  a  great  deal  of  interest  both  in  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  elsewhere.  He  was  guest  artist  at  Swarthmore 
College  this  spring,  where  he  played  some  of  his  own  com- 
positions and  conducted  their  Glee  Club  in  his  "Chinese 
Stone-Cutters'  Song." 

The  Jongleurs,  under  the  presidency  of  Asa  D.  Wat- 
kins,  Jr.,  have  had  an  unusually  active  and  successful  year. 
They  gave  three  one-act  plays  over  again  at  Commencement 
by  way  of  entertainment  for  the  College  guests. 

These  new  efforts  for  the  development  of  different  types 
of  the  Fine  Arts  deserve  our  encouragement  and  that  of  the 
board.  1  he  crying  needs  at  present  are  for  a  well-equipped 
stage  and  for  a  grand  piano. 

Those  who  saw  the  commencement  plays  will  realize 
under  what  a  handicap  the  dramatic  club  labors  with  only  a 
low,  inadequate  platform  and  no  place  for  scenery. 

There  is  not  a  suitable  piano  anywhere  at  the  College 
and  the  first  thing  that  should  be  provided  is  a  grand  piano 
for  study  and  for  concert  work. 

A  notable  advance  in  musical  opportunities  will  be  made 
next  session.  A  highly  trained  teacher  of  piano  and  one  of 
violin  will  come  to  "The  Hill"  once  a  week  to  give  lessons. 
Without  a  really  good  piano  the  work  will  be  greatly 
hampered.  Then,  too,  to  get  artists  for  concerts  will  be 
impossible  until  this  is  accomplished. 


I  earnestly  request,  therefore,  that  the  alumni  take  this 
up  immediately  and  see  that  a  piano  is  provided  for  the 
students  by  the  opening  of  next  session. 

Everyone  visiting  the  campus  is  delighted  with  the 
beautiful  condition  in  which  it  is  kept.  Dr.  J.  E.  Booker  and 
President  Eggleston  are  doing  everything  they  can  with  the 
means  at  hand  to  beautify  it.  The  campus  needs  to  be 
regularly  landscaped  and  could  be  made  one  of  the  loveliest 
spots  in  Virginia.  The  wood,  south  of  the  campus,  could 
be  made  a  beautiful  natural  park  if  it  were  kept  cleaned  up 
and  a  few  walks  provided.  It  is  hoped  that  additional  funds 
may  be  provided  to  beautify  the  campus  and  build  up  this 
wood  as  a  natural  park.

American  University  Men  in  China 

THIS  is  a  volume  of  233  pages  published  for  the  American 
L  niversity  Club,  of  Shanghai,  by  the  Comacrib  Press, 
1936.  The  edition  is  limited  to  1,000  copies;  the  copy 
presented  to  Hampden-Sydney  College  is  Number  656.  The 
presentation  was  made  through  Mr.  Richard  P.  Butrick, 
American  Consulate  General. 

Following  a  brief  introduction  are  thirteen  chapters,  each 
by  a  different  writer,  showing  briefly  the  accomplishment 
of  American  university  men  in  China.  Many  interesting  facts 
are  set  forth  and  much  valuable  information  is  given  in  regard 
to  China's  progress  in  recent  years. 

In  educational  work  the  American  contribution  has  been 
large.  About  3,000  Chinese  and  500  American  university  or 
college  men  are  connected  with  the  various  educational  in- 
stitutions. Yet  Dr.  Ly,  the  writer  of  the  chapter  on  Educa- 
tion, is  pessimistic  and  his  summary  of  the  situation  is  not 
altogether  encouraging:  "For  the  present,  one  cannot  but 
admit,  moreover,  that  our  development  of  education  ...  is 
rather  unsatisfactory  and  problematical." 

Dr.  C.  E.  Patton,  in  the  chapter  on  "The  Missionary  and 
Philanthropic  Sphere,"  is  more  optimistic.  In  the  organiza- 
tion known  as  "The  Church  of  Christ  in  China,"  Dr.  P.  F. 
Price  (  Hampden-Sydney,  1885)  is  mentioned  as  among  those 
most  prominent,  and  the  work  of  Dr.  J.  Leighton  Stuart 
(Hampden-Sydney,  1896)  in  developing  Yenching  Uni- 
versity in  Peiping  is  most  highly  praised. 

In  speaking  of  the  conditions  confronting  China  after  the 
Revolution  in  191 1,  Dr.  E.  M.  Gale  makes  this  amazing 
statement :  "The  returned  student  doubtless  saved  China  from 
a  grievous  fate  in  those  critical  years." 

And  so  on  through  the  book  we  are  taught,  by  those  best 
qualified  to  speak,  the  heavy  debt  which  the  one-time  Celestial 
Empire  owes  to  American  colleges  and  universities. 

The  last  sixty  pages  of  the  volume  outlines  the  history 
and  purposes  of  The  American  University  Club  of  Shanghai. 
To  this  Club  Virginia  colleges  have  contributed  few  mem- 
bers: The  University  3,  Washington  and  Lee  2,  William 
and  Mary  1.  Hampden-Sydney's  only  member  is  H.  Maxey 
Smith,  '29. 

This  is  a  valuable  book,  showing  fairly,  we  think,  present 
conditions  and  recent  progress  in  the  great  land  of  China.

These 
two  are  the  sole  survivors  of  the  Class  of  1870. 

Captain  Carter  R.  Bishop,  one  of  Petersburg's  best  known  figures, 
attended  the  house  party  given  by  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College  last  week-end  as  an  honored  guest  and  gives  a 
glowing  account  of  his  visit  to  his  alma  mater  and  his  fraternity. 
The  chapter  was  organized  May  8,  1867,  in  which  year  Captain 
Bishop   became    a    member.     The   only   other   surviving   member   of 

ithat  year  is   Dr.   Lennox  Turnbull,   of  Lexington,   who  was   unable 

1  to  attend  the  celebration  last  week-end. 

During   the   War   Between    the   States   Captain    Bishop    attended 

(the    Virginia    Military    Institute.     After    the    war    he    resumed    his

education  at  McCabe's  and  Christian's  Schools  in  Petersburg,  enter- 
ing Hampden-Sydney  in  1867.  He  was  graduated  with  the  Bachelor 
of  Arts  Degree  in  1870  and  with  first  honors  in  his  class  despite  a 
prolonged  illness  in  his  last  year. 

He  reports  that  the  College  has  changed  much  in  the  intervening 
years,  that  its  appearance  indicates  that  the  buildings  and  grounds 
might  be  scrubbed  or  clipped  every  morning.  The  music  provided  for 
the  dance  likewise  impressed  him  and  he  recalls  that  in  his  student 
days  a  band  was  obtained  only  at  commencement.  Arranging  for 
the  music  was  one  of  his  duties.  Many  of  the  students  at  that  time, 
he  explains,  were  a  few  years  older  than  the  others,  as  the}'  were 
veterans  of  the  recent  unpleasantness. 

This  is  not  the  only  occasion  on  which  Hampden-Sydney  has 
remembered  Captain  Bishop.  A  few  years  ago  the  College  bestowed 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  upon  him.  He  states  that 
the  earliest  doctors  to  make  an  impression  upon  him  were  doctors 
of  medicine,  followed  by  doctors  of  divinity,  but  that  personally  he 
does  not  aspire  to  be  called  "doctor." 


Captain  Bishop's  account  of  the  early  days  of  Epsilon  chapter  of 
Chi  Phi  and  his  visit  to  its  recent  party  follows: 

"Nearly  two  hundred  years  ago  a  charter  was  issued  to  certain 
gentlemen  to  establish  the  institution.  Hampden-Sydney  College 
and  two  of  the  trustees  to  whom  this  authority  was  given  were  Patrick 
Henry  and  James  Madison  ;  and  this  institution  has  lived  and  grown 
ever  since  and  is  now  the  college  for  Petersburg  boys. 

"Early  in  the  War  Between  the  States,  Dr.  J.  M.  P.  Atkinson,  the 
president  of  Hampden-Sydney,  organized  the  students  into  a  com- 
pany of  which  he  was  the  captain  and  reported  to  General  R.  E. 
Lee,  who  was  in  command  of  the  Confederate  army  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State  of  Virginia  and  in  some  movement  of  the  Federal 
army  there,  the  whole  company  of  Hampden-Sydney  boys  was 
captured  and  McClellan,  with  a  smile,  told  the  doctor  to  take  his 
boys  back  to  college  and  teach  them  to  be  as  good  students  as  they 
were  soldiers.  And  I  see  in  the  papers  today  that  some  question  about 
this  parole  is  being  raised  in  Washington  now. 

"This  question  of  ancient  history  is  absolutely  useless  as  all  the 
officers  and  privates  are  now  I  hope  in  a  happy  camp  where  all 
questions  of  countersign,  pass  and  parole  have  been  settled  for  them 
by  a  commander  who  outranks  them  all.  But  later  Hampden-Sydney 
went  to  war  again  when  Professor  Charles  Martin  took  the  students 
to  camp  at  the  High  Bridge  where  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway 
crosses  the  Appomattox  River,  and  this  structure  they  guarded  till 
it  was  burned  by  the  Confederate  Army  at  the  retreat  to  Appomattox 
Courthouse. 

"Seventy  years  ago  there  were  three  college  fraternities  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  Phi  Kappa,  Beta  Theta  and  Chi  Phi. 

"Epsilon  Chapter  of  Chi  Phi  at  Hampden-Sydney  was  organized 
May  8,  1867,  and  as  far  as  we  can  learn  Rev.  Doctor  Len  Turnbull, 
of  Lexington,  Virginia,  and  myself  are  the  only  living  members  of 
that  chapter  for  that  year,  so  we  were  invited  to  be  present  at  the 
seventieth  anniversary  of  the  events.  Dr.  Turnbull  found  he  could  not 
accept  the  invitation  and  so  I  had  to  absorb  all  the  honors  and 
attentions  of  as  fine  a  lot  of  splendid  young  gentlemen  as  I  ever  met. 

"The  Chi  Phi  chapter  is  the  only  one  of  the  three  fraternities 
there  when  I  entered  the  College  and  they  show  that  they  maintain 
the  same  spirit  that  inspired  its  founders. 

"That  reminds  me  of  an  incident.  Some  new  student  asked  John 
Dean,  the  old  colored  janitor,  how  a  student  got  into  the  fraternities, 
and  John  told  him:  If  he  studies  hard,  makes  a  good  mark  in  his 
class  and  never  has  time  to  talk  with  other  students,  the  Phi  Kappas 
will  take  him.  If  he  uses  big  words  and  loves  to  make  a  speech, 
the  Beta  Thetas  takes  him.  If  he  is  a  gentleman  of  one  of  the  old 
Virginia  families  he  is  a  born  Chi  Phi. 

"To  use  a  college  expression,  they  never  rave  for  a  mark  yet 
in  the  graduating  class  of  1870,  they  took  two  of  the  three  college 
honors. 

"The  Chi  Phi  Chapter  has  prospered.  They  were  the  first  to 
buy  a  lot  and  build  themselves  a  home,  a  beautiful  home  which  they 
have  had  to  enlarge.  It  is  kept  spotlessly  clean  and  quiet.  In  the 
rear  is  a  large  sloping  lawn  well  set  in  grass  and  shade  trees.  Here 
the  seventieth  anniversary  dinner  was  served  by  the  ladies  of  the 
neighborhood,  most  beautifully,  while  the  band  played  delightfully. 
The  boys  had  brought  this  band  from  Baltimore,  I  think,  for  the 
dances  Friday  and  Saturday  nights.  Their  performance  was  all  that 
could  be  wished  and  everybody  was  happy. 

"In  looking  over  the  roll  of  the  Chi  Phi  Chapter  I  saw  that 
Petersburg  is  well  represented  with  such  names  as  Adkins,  Ayers, 
Boisseau,  Bean,  Hemphill,  Hamilton,  McCann,  Munt,  Roper,  Snead, 
Temple,  Williams,  Wright  and  Wilcox,  and  here  are  some  of 
Petersburg's  young  ladies  I  met  at  the  grand  ball  which  crowned 
the  distinguished  occasion.  Miss  Bowles,  Miss  Boothe,  Miss  Gilliam, 
Miss  Gill,  Miss  Minetree,  Miss  McCann,  Miss  Munt,  Miss  Madison 
and  Miss  Windham."

Gifts  to  the  Library 


Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  R.  J.  Reid,  '15,  the  College  Library- 
has  received  Notes  Taken  from  tlie  Lectures  of  Prof.  Smith  on  Civil 
Engineering,  by  John  W.  Cosby.  These  notes  are  in  a  well-bound 
blank  book  of  160  pages.  Prof.  Smith  was  later  superintendent  of  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute.  He  was  professor  of  mathematics  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  1837-39,  and  this  notebook  shows  that  he  taught 
engineering  also. 

Our  records  show  that  John  Cosby  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1836.  This  notebook  shows  that  he  was  here  certainly  through  the 
session  of  1838.    One  of  the  lectures  is  dated  June  21,  1838. 

A  brother  of  John  W.  Cosby,  Jowett  Vernon  Cosby,  graduated 
at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1836,  was  a  minister  and  principal  of  a 
Young  Ladies'  Seminary  at  Bardstown,  Ky.  With  the  notebook  came 
two  very  interesting  letters  written  by  J.  V.  Cosby  at  Bardstown, 
one  of  them  June  28,  1850,  to  his  father,  Dabney  Cosby,  Sr.;  the 
other,  written  from  Bardstown,  July  14,  1859,  to  Dabney  Cosby,  Jr. 

It  is  not  known  whether  Dabney  Cosby,  Jr.,  was  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  He  was  an  architect  and  builder.  He  built  the  courthouse 
at  Halifax,  Va.;  the  Episcopal  Church  and  Rectory  at  Halifax,  and 
the  famous  "Staunton  Hill"  home  of  the  Bruces.  There  has  been  an 
intimation  that  he  built  one  or  more  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  College 
buildings,  but  nothing  definite  has  as  yet  been  found  as  to  this. 

Mr.  Reid's  gift  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Other  gifts,  hereby  gratefully  acknowledged,  are  as  follows: 

Mr.  William  S.  Friend,  '85,  of  Covington,  Va.,  a  nephew  of 
Lieut.  Colonel  William  R.  Carter,  a  two-volume  Diary  of  Colonel 
Carter.  The  Diary  covers  the  period  from  May  27,  1861,  to  June  7, 
1864. 

Colonel  Carter  was  a  member  of  the  Third  Virginia  Cavalry, 
C.  S.  A.,  and  in  June,  1864,  while  leading  his  regiment  in  the  Battle 
of  Trevillian's  Station,  was  mortally  wounded  and  died  within  a 
few  days. 

Colonel  Carter  was  a  native  of  Nottoway  County,  Va.,  and 
graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1852. 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Holladay,  of  Farmville,  Va.,  several  items  of  value: 
a  Commencement  Program  of  June,  1868;  a  Commencement  Party, 
complimentary  to  the  graduating  class,  June,  1S55;  the  grades  of 
the  Junior  Class  for  October,  1876,  in  Moral  Philosophy,  taught  by 
Dr.  Robert  L.  Dabney ;  the  Senior  roll  in  Natural  Philosophy,  of 
January,  1856;  a  license  to  keep  boarders,  issued  in  June,  1869,  to 
Prof.  L.  L.  Holladay;  a  letter  of  September  4,  1858,  from  Dr.  Clement 
Read  Vaughan,  addressed  to  Joseph  McMurran,  secretary  of  the 
Society  of  Alumni,  accepting  an  invitation  to  deliver  the  annual 
commencement  address  in  June,   1859. 

From  Rev.  Harry  Rimmer,  D.  D.,  of  Duluth,  Minnesota,  six 
copies  of  his  recent  book,  Modern  Science  and  the  Genesis  Record. 

Mrs.  R.  F.  Dillard,  of  Blackstone,  Va.,  an  invitation  of  June  iS, 
1859,  to  someone  to  become  an  honorary  member  of  the  Union 
Literary  Society  of  the  College.    The  paper  was  found  among  some 


old    family   papers,   and   is   signed    by   J.    M.    Smith,    Corresponding 
Secretary, 

J.  M.  Smith  was  Josiah  Morrison  Smith,  who  graduated  here  in 
i860,  with  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Arts: 
joined  the  Hampden-Sydney  boys  when  the  student  company  entered 
the  War,  under  President  Atkinson  as  Captain;  and  died  at  Union 
Seminary,  October  10,  1868. 


Alumni  Notes 


Dr.  Robert  E.  Cumming,  '13,  distinguished  specialist  of  Detroit, 
Michigan,  has  been  ill  since  last  November,  being  in  a  hospital  and  in 
warm  climate  most  of  the  time.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  he  is 
now  back  in  Detroit  and  steadily  gaining  ground. 

Dr.  William  Tate  Graham,  '94,  the  distinguished  orthopedic 
surgeon,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  a 
permanent  medical  advisory  board  for  the  huge  hospital  for  crippled 
and  under-developed  children,  recently  made  possible  by  an  endow- 
ment fund  established  by  the  late  Alfred  I.  Dupont,  and  to  be  built  at 
Wilmington,  Delaware.

Dr.  N.  T.  Ballou,  '99,  has  been  awarded  a  fellowship  in  the 
American  College  of  Dentists.  There  were  only  sixty-five  awarded 
throughout  the  country,  and  Dr.  Ballou  was  one  of  two  Virginians  to 
be  thus  honored  for  distinguished  service.  He  has  done  notable  work 
with  the  State  Health  Department,  Richmond,  Va.

In  such  kindly  fashion  does  The  Roanoke  Times,  in  its  issue  of 
April  23,  1937,  speak  of  Judge  John  M.  Hart,  '86,  that  we  quote  the 
editorial : 

JUDGE  HART'S  CANDIDACY 

Judge  John  M.  Hart's  announcement  that  he  will  be  a  candidate 
to  succeed  himself  as  Commissioner  of  the  Revenue  comes  as  no 
surprise.  Judge  Hart  has  administered  the  office  with  admirable 
fidelity  and  efficiency  during  the  past  four  years  and  while  there  has 
been  talk  on  the  streets  that  he  would  be  opposed  for  re-election,  we 
have  not  been  inclined  to  take  such  rumors  seriously. 

On  all  sides  we  have  heard  nothing  but  commendation  for  Judge 
Hart's  record,  and  anyone  who  would  have  the  temerity  to  challenge 
him  at  the  polls  in  the  August  Democratic  primary,  or  in  the  general 
election,  would  be  inviting  a  disastrous  defeat.  The  experience  he 
has  acquired  during  his  present  term  will  make  him  even  more 
valuable  to  the  city  during  his  next  term  in  office,  and  we  have  no  idea 
that  the  voters  would  listen  to  any  suggestion  that  he  be  replaced. 

A  letter  from  one  of  our  alumni  to  the  Dean  says:  "I  am  resign- 
ing my  position  here  and  know  that  you  will  be  interested,  as  you 
always  have  someone  in  line  for  a  job." 

This  is  the  real  Hampden-Sydney  spirit,  as  it  gives  the  admin- 
istration a  chance  to  find  a  place  for  another  Hampden-Sydney  man. 

In  a  letter  of  July  12,  1937,  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Payne,  1900,  of 
Chicago,  writes  President  Eggleston:  "Enjoyed  being  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  so  much,  even  if  I  did  get  a  case  of  buck  fever  over  the  honor 
of  standing  up  at  the  church  and  delivering  a  prize.  It  carried  me 
back  so  many  years  that  I  couldn't  realize  how  I  could  be  anything 
but  one  of  the  boys  in  the  front  pew." 
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George  A.  Lvle,  professor  of  mathematics  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy,  was  married  in  Annapolis,  Md.,  July  7,  1937.  The 
fortunate  bride  was  Miss  Priscilla  Stockwe.ll,  of  that  city. 

Rovster  Lvle,  17,  was  recently  elected  and  installed  as  a  deacon 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Danville,  Ya. 


Necrology 


Judge  Richard  Mcllwaine,  '88,  died  at  his  home  in  Norfolk,  Ya., 
June  15,  1937,  aged  66.  He  had  been  a  resident  of  Norfolk  since 
1894,  when  he  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  there  with  W.  H. 
Yenable.  He  was,  for  some  years,  city  attorney ;  had  been  examiner 
of  records;  and,  since  1921,  had  been  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Law 
and  Chancery.  Judge  Mcllwaine  was  one  of  Hampden-Sydney 's  very 
own.  Born  in  Farmville,  son  of  J.  Finley  Mcllwaine,  1858,  and  Mrs. 
Sarah  Read  Mcllwaine,  he  was,  for  years,  a  member  of  the  household 
of  his  uncle  and  aunt  (Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  president  of  the 
College,  1883-1904,  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Read  Mcllwaine;  attended, 
for  two  years,  the  old  Prince  Edward  Academy,  in  Worsham,  Va., 
and  graduated  high  in  a  class  of  distinguished  men  in  1888.  He  was 
also  a  brother  of  Dr.  Henry  Read  Mcllwaine,  late  State  Librarian. 
He  was  buried  in   Hollywood  Cemetery  in  Richmond. 

Hon.  Thomas  Nash  Read,  '88,  died  in  Hinton,  W.  Va.,  June  23, 
'937.  aged  65.  He  was  born  in  Danville,  Va.,  but  had  lived  in 
Hinton  for  43  years.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Anna  McCarthy  Read,  and  a 
son,  Hon.  T.  L.  Read,  survive  him. 

Mrs.  Helen  O.  Whaley,  widow  of  Dr.  Fred  S.  Whaley,  '77, 
died  recently  at  Victoria,  Va.  Mrs.  Whaley  was,  for  years,  a  resident 
of  Hampden-Sydney,  where  she  was  much  beloved  and  admired. 
She  was  the  mother  of  William  Owen,  '11,  Henry  Easley,  '12,  John 
Hughes,  '18,  and  Leigh  Carrington,  '21,  all  of  whom  survive. 

William  Beckwith  Fuqua,  Jr..  '25,  died  in  a  Roanoke  hospital. 
June  29,  1937,  aged  34  vears.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  and  had  held  various  important  positions.  At 
the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  a  general  practitioner  in  Radford,  Va., 
and  was  college  physician  at  the  Radford  State  Teachers  College. 
His  wife  was  formerly  Miss  Frances  McCoy,  of  Parkersburg,  W.  Va. 
She,  his  parents,  a  sister,  and  his  brother,  F.  C.  Fuqua,  '24,  survive 
him. 

The  Railroader's  Magazine  reports  the  death  of  Robert  T.  Rich- 
mond, '22,  brother  of  Colonel  C.  B.,  '16.  He  died  on  November  7, 
1936,  and  w-as  buried  at  Ewing,  Va.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  two 
children,  and  his  two  brothers,  one  of  whom,  Dan  V.,  sent  The  Record 
the  notice  from  the  magazine.  For  a  number  of  years,  Robert  T.  had 
been  an  efficient  and  beloved  conductor  on  the  Eastern  Kentucky 
Division  of  the  L.  k  N.  Railway. 

Archibald  Magill  Fauntleroy,  '96,  died  at  the  Harkness  Pavilion 
of  the  Medical  Centre,  New  York,  April  13,  1937,  aged  60  years. 
Captain  Fauntleroy  was  born  in  Staunton,  Va. ;  after  graduating  in 
medicine,  he  entered  the  Navy  in  1904,  and  served  with  distinction 
until  ill  health  forced  him  to  retire.  He  was  personal  physician  to 
Admiral  Dewey  during  his  last  illness  in  1917.  The  funeral  was  held 
at  his  late  residence  at  Ossining,  N.  V. 

Many  of  the  older  alumni,  and  residents  of  Hampden-Sydney 
in  past  years,  will  learn  with  regret  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Hugh  James 
Maclntyre,  in  Thomasville,  Ga,  on  April  16,  1937.  She,  for  some 
years,  resided  at  Hampden-Sydney,  the  sister  of  our  one-time  pro- 
fessor, Dr.  A.  W.  McWhorter,  now  of  the  University  of  Tennessee, 
and  it  was  here  that  she  married  the  brilliant  young  lawyer,  ornament 
of  the  Georgia  bar  and  later  judge  of  an  important  circuit.  Attractive 
in  person  and  beautiful  in  character,  she  will  be  missed  by  a  large 
circle  of  friends. 

Mrs.  Blanche  Smith  Clore,  wife  of  Dr.  J.  N.  Clore,  and  mother 
of  Jesse  N.  Clore,  '36,  died  at  her  home  in  Madison,  Va.,  April  20. 
1937. 

John  C.  Grier,  '11,  was  severely  injured,  and  his  wife  (nee  Johns) 
was  killed,  in  an  automobile  accident  near  Indio,  California,  February 
27.  I937-  Mrs.  Grier  was  prominent  in  many  ways  in  Detroit,  Mich., 
which  had  been  the  home  of  the  family  since  1919.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Grier  celebrated  their  twenty-fifth  wedding  anniversary  last  Decem- 
ber. Attractive  in  person,  and  beautiful  in  character,  Mrs.  drier  will 
be  sadly  missed  by  a  wide  circle  of  sorrowing  friends. 


Rev.  J.  Layton  Mause,  D.  D.,  '96,  died  suddenly  in  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  April  25,  1937,  aged  64.  His  was  a  long  and  useful  ministry. 
A  native  of  Rockingham  County,  Ya.,  he  was  educated  at  the  Augusta 
Military  Academy,  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  at  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia.  He,  at  various  times,  held  im- 
portant pastorates  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  Two  of  his 
sons — there  are  four  sons  and  two  daughters — are  ministers  in  the 
same  denomination.  Mrs.  Mause,  who  is  still  living,  was,  before  her 
marriage,  Miss  Eleanor  Harman,  of  Lexington,  Va. 

Another  outstanding  member  of  the  class  of  1896  died  April  7, 
1937,  at  his  home  at  Pence  Springs,  W.  Va.  This  was  Jacob  Dick 
Pence,  B.  S.,  Road  Supervisor  for  Summers  County,  W.  Ya.  He  was 
born  January  23,  1873,  eldest  son  of  the  late  Hon.  Andrew  P.  Pence, 
and  he  had  spent  his  entire  life  at  Orchard  Hill  and  Bowling  Hill, 
in  his  home  county.  He  left  no  surviving  children.  His  wife — before 
her  marriage,  Miss  Alice  R.  Barnes,  of  Lynchburg,  Ya. — will  continue 
to  reside  at  Bowling  Hill. 

Lewis  McFarland  Gaines,  A.  B.,  B.  S.,  M.  D.,  1898,  died  at  his 
home  in  Atlanta  in  May.  He  was  a  native  of  Staunton,  Va. ;  from 
1904  to  1907  he  was  professor  of  anatomy  and  physiology  in  Wake 
Forest  College,  N.  C,  and  later  was  a  physician  in  Atlanta. 

Mrs.  Mary  J.  Simpson,  wife  of  John  S.  Simpson,  1877,  died  at 
Paeonian  Springs,  Loudoun  County,  Va.,  May  21,  1937.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  the  late  James  H.  Smoot,  of  Woodstock,  a  prominent  man 
of  his  day.  Two  of  her  four  sons  were  graduates  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College — J.  Lupton  Simpson,  principal  of  the  Waterford  High  School, 
and  J.  Dabney  Simpson,  of  Middleburg,  Va.  Both  sons  graduated  in 
the  class  of  1925.  Her  husband,  now  retired  from  active  service,  was 
one  of  the  most  prominent  and  faithful  teachers  in  Virginia,  and  in 
teaching  and  in  church  work  he  was  ably  assisted  by  his  good  wife. 

Emmett  M.  Dickson,  '75,  a  distinguished  member  of  the  Bourbon 
County  (Kv.)  bar,  died  in  Lexington,  Kv.,  April  19,  1937.  He  was 
horn  in  Tipton  County,  Kv.,  in  July,  1856,  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Joseph 
A.  Dickson,  D.  D.  His  wife,  before  her  marriage  was  Miss  Mary 
Blanton,  daughter  of  Dr.  L.  H.  Blanton,  1853,  and  sister  of  those 
attractive  boys — Irvine  and  Rutherford — students  here  in  the  early- 
eighties.

A  Charter  Trustee  Honored,  1775-1817 

Colonel  Thomas  Read  was  the  first  Clerk  of  Charlotte 
County  when  it  was  set  apart  from  Lunenburg.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Virginia  Convention  of  1774-75-76  and  of  the 
Ratification  Convention  of  1788.  On  June  26,  1937,  a 
portrait  of  this  distinguished  citizen  was  unveiled  at 
Charlotte  Court  House,  the  gift  of  the  Reads  and  their 
relatives,  scattered  far  and  wide.  The  address  of  the  occasion 
was  delivered  by  Hon.  W.  W.  Martin,  '09,  assistant  attorney- 
general  of  Virginia,  one  of  the  Reads  of  "Greenfield"  on  his 
mother's  side.  The  portrait  is  the  work  of  Mr.  Clement 
Read  Strudwick,  of  North  Carolina,  whose  name  identifies 
him  as  one  of  the  scions  of  the  ancient  and  honorable  family. 
The  speech  of  acceptance  was  made  by  Judge  R.  F.  Hutche- 
son,  '98,  of  the  Charlotte  Circuit,  great-great-great-great- 
nephew  of  the  revered  clerk. 


The  McGurl'ey  Reader 

SUPT.  JAMES  G.  JOHNSON,  of  the  City  Schools  of 
Charlottesville,  Va.,  has  presented  to  our  College  Library 
Volume  6  of  The  McGuffey  Reader.  This  is  a  monthly 
publication  and  Volume  6  contains  nine  numbers  from 
September,  1936,  to  May,  1937,  inclusive. 

The  book  is  a  handsome  publication,  with  beautiful 
pictures,  and  histories  of  the  McGuffey  School,  the  Venable 
School  and  the  George  Rogers  Clark  School,  of  Charlottes- 
ville. From  an  historical  standpoint,  the  most  valuable 
feature  of  this  volume  is  a  history  of  textbook  selection  and 
use  in  the  State  of  Virginia  from  the  foundation  of  the  public 
school  system  to  date. 

Supt.  Johnson  has  gone  back  to  1776,  has  quoted  in 
extenso  from  Thomas  Jefferson  as  to  a  public  school  system, 
has  quoted  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  from  December, 
1796,  and  has  given  lists  of  textbooks  from  1835  to  date. 
It  can  easily  be  seen  the  enormous  amount  of  research  that 
this  task  involved.  But  it  has  been  done  with  the  meticulous 
care  and  accuracy  and  completeness  with  which  Supt.  Johnson 
does  whatever  he  undertakes.  Here  is  a  piece  of  work  that 
will  never  have  to  be  done  again. 

Supt.  Johnson  has  included  in  this  volume  a  very  interest- 
ing sketch  of  Charles  Scott  Venable,  of  the  Class  of  1842, 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  who  afterwards  became  head  of  the 
Department  of  Mathematics  at  the  University  of  Virginia, 
and  was  author  of  a  noted  series  of  arithmetics  and  geometries. 
This  sketch  is  from  the  facile  pen  of  the  late  Dr.  William  M. 
Thornton,  who  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1868  with 
first  honors,  and  became  a  distinguished  mathematician  and 
teacher  and  Dean  of  the  Engineering  Department  at  the 
University  of  Virginia. 

Supt.  Johnson,  in  his  treatment  of  the  textbook  adoptions, 
has  this  to  say: 

"At  this  point  the  reader  should  turn  back  to  the  adoptions 
of  high  school  textbooks  made  in  1905  and  compare  that 
multiple  list  idea  run  mad  with  the  sane,  single  list  idea  in 
1922.  The  contrast  is  a  sharp  reminder  of  the  difference 
between  the  chaos  and  confusion  with  which  Supt.  J.  D. 
Eggleston  had  to  cope  when  he  took  office  February  1,  1906, 
and  the  simplicity  in  the  management  of  the  entire  public 
school  system  reached  under  the  leadership  of  Supt.  Harris 
Hart  in  1922.  Both  Mr.  Eggleston  and  Mr.  Hart  can  look 
back  over  the  years  and  feel  that  their  labors  were  not  in 
vain.  Their  names  are  written  large  in  the  history  of  the 
development  of  Virginia's  public  school  system." 

The  College  Library  is  grateful  for  this  valuable  gift. 


A  Useful  and  Honored  Veteran  Retires 

After  long  years  of  useful  service  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Halifax  County  (Va.)  Schools,  Hon.  Hal  J.  Watkins,  of  the 
Class  of  1869,  has  retired.  Though  87  years  of  age,  the  veteran 
retires  not  because  he  is  old  but  because  he  thinks  a  younger 
man  should  have  a  chance  to  accustom  himself  to  bear  the 
burdens  of  a  superintendent's  routine.  A  friend  recently  said: 
"Every  teacher  and  pupil  in  the  county  loves  Mr.  Watkins." 

He  will  still  be  loved  and  honored,  and  we  trust  that  for 
many  more  years  he  may  enjoy  otium  cum  dignitate,  to  which 
he  is  richly  entitled  because  of  his  fruitful  life  and  abundant 
service.
